(THOSE CRITICS OF BRITISH COLUM- |} 

bia’s educational system who believe 
that existing practice has been inclined} 
to place too much emphasis on the average, | 
or mediocre pupil, to the detriment of the | 
brighter one will have welcomed the an- | 
nouncement by Mr. Harold L. Campbell, 
Chief Inspector of Schools, in Vancouver last | 
week, This important leader of the depart- | 
ment’s activities has indicated that sweep- | 
ing changes may be expected in high school | 
curricula within the next few years, ‘They 
will, according to the report, be designed to 
challenge brighter students and enable them 
to push ahead more quickly. One of the| 
possibilities which unfolds that high 
school training for university entrance may 
be completed in three years. 

Details of the plan are yet to be made} 
public, but in principle it furnishes the hope 
of eliminating some of the deficiencies in 
the present method, In a large classroom 
it is next to impossible to provide individual 
attention to all students. Under circum: | 
stances as they exist a teacher, if he or} 
she wishes to achieve anything like a re- 
putable record for instruction, must see| 
that those who have greater difficulty in| 
learning are given the assistance they need | 
to overcome hurdles, The bright boys and | 
girls, in consequence, find prescribed work | 
below capacities. Too frequently the | 
ease with which they absorb subjects in. | 
clines them to habits of laziness. They | 
know they can catch up on the slower ones 
Unless some substantial stimulant is applied 
they often coast through the stretch and 
sprint at the finish. That is sufficient to 
give them a pass mark and, in many cases, 
a high grade. 

It does not, however

JASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Russians are experimenting 
with branched wheat “that pro- 
mises harvests five times as 
rich as standard varieties,” the 
Soviet embassy said here Sun- 
day. 

It is described in the embassy’s 
monthly magazine as_ having / 
large heads containing an aver- 
age of 150 to 200 grains and 
sometimes as many as 250 
grains,” while “the ear of ordi- 
nary, single-headed wheat con- 
tains only 30 to 40. 

The wheat has a firm stalk 
and is-a hard summ- variety, 
although it also is being crossed 
in experiments with frost-resist 
ing varieties of winter wheat, 
the magazine added. Branched 
wheat will be tested on 900 acres 
around Moscow next year, it 
said.

‘THIS 1S BEING WRITTEN in Trail, the home of the smelt- 
ing industry, the prosperous little town that nestles at the 
foot of the mountains:in the Columbia valley.
